The    Priesthood    of    God. 


Elder  Arthur 

The  responsibility  of  this  position  is 
overwhelming  when  one  is  called  upon 
suddenly  and  without  any  previous  notice  ; 
but  in  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints,  one  of  the  distinguish- 
ing- features  is  the  willingness  and  readi- 
ness of  the  members  to  respond  to  the 
call  of  authority. 

The  theme  of  this  conference  has  been 
the  Priesthood  of  Almighty  God.  What 
is  the  '  Priesthood?  It  is  simply  the 
authority  of  God  delegated  to  man. 
Without  it  there  would  be  no  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints.  With- 
out it  the  principles  of  the  Gospel,  an 
exposition  of  which  we  have  been  listen- 
ing to,  would  not  be  operative;  for  these 
principles — the     principles     of     faith,     re-

pentance,  baptism  and  the  laying  on  of 
hands  for  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost — 
are  all  brought  to  us  from  the  Lord 
through  one  medium,. and  that  is  the  holy 
Priesthood.  Without  .  that  Priesthood, 
no  one  has  authority  to  baptize  an  indi- 
vidual into  the  Church  of  Christ.  With- 
out the  Priesthood,  the  remission  ol 
sins  cannot  come  unto  the  repentant 
sinner      bv      baptism.  Without       the 

Priesthood,  the  Hoiy  Ghost  cannot 
be  conferred  upon  man.  .  So,  you 
will  observe  that  the  Priesthood  is  the 
key  to  these  blessings  which  come  to 
members  of  the  Church  from  our  Father 
in  heaven.  It  unlocks  the  door  to  the 
blessings  that  are  in  store  for  the  faith- 
ful; it  points  the  way  to  salvation  and 
exaltation  in  the  king-dom  of  God.

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It  is  with  us  from  the  cradle  to  the 
grave  i("  we  are  faithful  and  obedient. 
The  child,  soon  after  it  is  born,  is  pre- 
sented to  the  Elders  of  the  Church. 
What  for?  To  receive  a  blessing  and 
a  name.  By  what  authority?  By  the 
authority  of  the  holy  Priesthood.  And 
that  blessing  follows  it  through  life,  be- 
cause it  has  come  from  the  Lord  through 
His  duly  authorized  servant.  What  a 
joy  it  is  to  the  mother  to  bring  her 
child  to  the  Elders  of  the  Church,  and 
what  happiness  it  gives  her  to  see  the 
child  receive  a  blessing  under  the  hands 
of  those  who  bear  the  Priesthood ;  and 
she  has  faith  and  confidence  in  that 
blessing. 

Then,  when  the  child  becomes  a  little 
older,  reaching  the  years  of  accountability 
in  the  sight  of  God,  it  becomes  ready 
for  baptism.  How  does  it  receive  that 
blessing?  Through  the  operation  ot 
the  holy  Priesthood.  Without  it  no  boy 
nor  girl  could  receive  baptism  and  be- 
come a  member  of  the  Church  of  Christ. 
The  authority  of  God   must   function. 

And  then,  when  the  young  man  and 
maiden  are  ready  to  plight  their  troth 
at  the  altar,  they  are  privileged  to  enter 
into  the  holy  temple  to  be  sealed  for 
time  and  for  eternity.  By  what  authority? 
By  the  authority  of  the  boh  Priesthood. 
That  alone  can  sanctify  and  make  valid 
a  marriage  for  time  and  for  all  eternity. 
This  is  the  wonderful  blessing  that  comes 
to  members  of  the  Church  who  are 
worthy  to  enter  into  the  temples  of  God. 
A  Priesthood  Democracy. 

And  so  throughout  life.  Every  sacra- 
ment and  ordinance  in  the  Church  comes 
to  us  through  the  Priesthood.  These 
blessings  are  ours  because  the  holy 
Priesthood  has  been  restored  to  the  earth 
in  this  dispensation  and  conferred  upon 
man.  Nor  has  it  been  bestowed  upon 
just  a  few  men,  so  that  they  may  rule 
and  reign  in  the  Church  of  Christ.  Not 
so.  This  Church  is  the  most  democra- 
tic church  there  is  in  the  world.  The 
Priesthood  is  given  to  all  men  who  are 
worthy.  It  is  given  to  young  men, 
and  even  to  boys,  if  they  are  worthy  and 
lead  clean  lives.  And  it  is  a  source  of 
strength  to  them  in  their  lives.  It  helps 
to  build  their  characters  ;  it  restrains  them 
from  evil  and  aids  in  making  them  strong 
and   fearless   for  the   right,    virtuous   and 


honest,  and  of  good  report.  Being 
thus  given  to  practically  all  the  male 
members  of  the  Church,  there  is  no 
opportunity  here  for  all  power  and  autho- 
rity being  vested  in  a  few.  There  is 
no  ecclesiastical  aristocracy  in  this 
Church  but  there  is  a  priesthood  demo- 
cracy. Every  worthy  man  has  power 
and  authority  from  God  to  act  in  his 
place  and  calling.  And  when  he  respects 
the  Priesthood,  he  respects  the  authority 
which  he  himself  holds.  He  respects  it  in 
himself,  and  likewise  in  all  the  members 
of  the  Church  upon  whom  it  has  been  con- 
ferred. When  a  man  respects  his  presid- 
ing officer,  it  is  because  of  the  Priesthood 
which  he  holds.  By  virtue  of  that  Priest- 
hood he  is  called  to  preside  in  a  certain 
office  in  the  Church,  and  we  respect  that 
man's  authority.  We  do  not  worship 
the  man ;  we  respect  and  honour  him 
because  he  is  exercising  the  authority  of 
the  Lord  here  upon  the  earth,  in  his  place 
and  calling.  And  that  is  what  the 
Priesthood  means  to  us.     , 

A  Precious  Gift. 

It  is  our  duty  to  honour  the  Priest- 
hood and  to  magnify  it.  It  should  be 
a  pleasure  as  well  as  a  duty,  because  it 
comes  from  the  Lord.  It  is  the  gift 
that  we  have  received  from  Him,  and  no 
one  can  confer  it  except  by  His  authority. 
It  is  a  most  precious  gift.  It  is  vitalized 
by  another  gift  that  Brother  McConkie 
has  been  speaking  of — the  gift  of  the 
Holy  Ghost.  Without  the  gift  of  the 
Holy  Ghost,  we  cannot  exercise  this 
Priesthood  properly,  or  in  righteousness 
and  power.  There  would  be  no  power 
in  the  Priesthood  if  it  were  not  vitalized 
and  directed  by  the  inspiration  of  the 
Holy  Ghost. 

I  rejoice  in  the  blessings  that  have  come 
to  us  through  the  operation  of  the  Priest- 
hood of  Almighty  God ;  yet  I  sometimes 
wonder  whether  we  appreciate  it  as  we 
ought  to  do,  whether  we  are  striving  to 
magnifv  it  as  it  should  be  magnified. 
True,  we  are  humble  instruments  in  the 
hands  of  the  Lord.  Many  of  us  have 
received  very  little  education  in  the  learn- 
ing of  the  wrorld  ;  we  are  not  blessed  with 
excellency  in  speech  nor  in  the  wisdom 
of  men ;  but  in  our  weakness,  in  our 
feebleness  and  meekness,  the  Lord  has 
seen  fit  to  confer  upon  us  this  authority  ; 
and  if  we  exercise  it   in  humilitv  and   in 
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righteousness,  He  will  magnify  us  and 
help  us  to  perform  the  work  that  is  re- 
quired at  our  hands. 

To  Declare  the  Gospel. 

The  Lord  has  not  required  us  to  do 
some  things.  He  has  riot  required  us 
to  teach  the  philosophies  of  men  nor  to 
specialize  in  the  theories  of  the  world. 
There  are  men  outside  the  Church  who 
can  do  that  far  better  than  we  can.  But 
the  Lord  has  given  the  Latter-day  Saints 
a  mission  to  declare  the  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ,  as  it  has  been  restored  to  the 
earth  in  this  dispensation,  and  He  has 
given  us  the  spirit  of  that  mission.  In 
the  spirit  of  that  mission,  we  can  go  forth 
and  declare  the  truth,  and  the  truth  can- 
not be  confounded. 

I  do  not  think  I  ought  to  speak  longer. 
It  is  a  wonderful  theme  that  we  have 
been  considering  during  this  conference. 
It  means  so  much  to  the  Latter-day 
Saints.  It  means  so  much  to  the  world. 
It  means  salvation  and  exaltation  to  all 
who  believe  and  accept  the  truth. 

May  the  Lord  help  us  to  magnify  this 
Priesthood,  that  our  exercise  of  it  may 
be  above  reproach,  and  that  in  our  lives 
we  may  be  worthy 'exemplars  of  the  prin- 
ciples of  the  Gospel,  which  we  all 
believe  in,  I  pray  in  the  name  of  Jesus 
Christ  Amen. — Address    delivered     in

Men  of  Science  and  Immortality 

Address  over  Radio   Station   KSL, 

Sunday    Evening,    June    21,    1931, 

By   Dr.    Joseph    F.    Merrill, 

Commissioner  of  Education, 

Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 

Saints,   Salt  Lake  City,   Utah. 

May  I  remind  you,  my  radio  auditors, 
that  the  last  three  Sundav  evenings  we 
have  talked  to  the  question,  life  beyond 
the  grave.  Is  it  reasonable  to  believe 
that  there  is  such?  We  admit  that  some 
men  say  "  No."  But  what  does  the 
evidence   say? 

In  discussing  this  topic  we  have  quoted 
more  or  less  freely  from  the  writings  of 
outstanding    scientists,    philosophers    and 


other  scholars,  whose  views,  when  de- 
liberately expressed,  are  entitled  to 
attention.  In  the  main,  these  men  have 
not  called  upon  revelation — the  Bible — in 
support  of  their  views.  Our  purpose 
was  to  find  out  what  modern  science  and 
philosophy  has  to  say  about  this  ques- 
tion. Many  in  the  student  group  for 
which  my  talks  are  primarily  prepared 
will  be  greatly  interested  in  their  views 
on  the  question. 

So  we  repeat  what  we  said  last  Sun- 
day evening — Science  neither  affirms  nor 
denies  the  existence  of  life  after  death. 
Hence  there  is  no  foundation  for  atheistic 
assertions  that  science  destroys  any  hope 
of  a  future  life.  This  we  cm  say 
positively,  dogmatically,  if  you  please. 
But  philosophy  asserts  the  reasonableness 
of     such     an    existence.  Indeed,     both 

scientists  and  philosophers  affirm  that 
immortality  is  a  logical  requirement  o1 
purposiveness  in  the  universe.  No  one 
seems  able  to  explain  how  there  can  be 
any  purpose  in  creation  if  death  ends  all — 
man  is  the  acme  of  creation.  If  alter  the 
brief  span  of  this  life  he  goes  out  of 
existence  then,  as  pointed  out  by  our 
thinkers,  tremendous  waste  is  involved. 
And  so,  the  logic  of  the  situation,  as  well 
as  other  factors,  has  appealed  to  the  rea- 
son and  to  the  heart  of  many  men  of 
science,  among  them  some  of  the 
greatest,  so  they  have  been  believers  in 
God  and  a  future  life. 

Testimony  of  President  Burton. 

In  October,  1924,  the  late  Ernest  Dewitt 
Burton,  then  president  of  the  University 
of  Chicago,  delivered  an  address  on  "  Re- 
ligion and  Education  "  in  which  he  said 
Jesus  was  the  world's  greatest  thinker 
in  the  field  of  religion.  "  The  method,'' 
he  said,  "  by  which  Jesus  dealt  with 
religion  in  his  day  is  essentially  one  with 
that  which  the  world  has  now  in  modern 
times  discovered  to  be  the  best  and  only 
method  of  dealing  with  all  problems  that 
have  relation  to  human  life.  In  short, 
Jesus  was  the  first  great  exemplar  of 
the*  scientific  spirit  as  the  most  en- 
lightened men  of  science  understand  and 
practice     it     to-day.  He     faced     facts 

squarely,  made  them  rather  than  opinions, 
however  ancient  and  honourable,  the 
guide  of  his  thinking-  and  the  basis  of  his 
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action,  set  fads  in  relation  to  one 
another,  penetrated  beneath  their  surface 
to  find  their  meaning,  brought  imagina- 
tion into  service,  and  to  all  that  mere 
induction  or  deduction  could  prove  added 
an  estimate  of  values  and  a  strong  ele- 
ment of  faith.  Slowly  the  world  is  learn- 
ing that  this  is  the  best  way  to  think." 
President  Burton  added  that  "  Jesus  not 
only  had  the  right  way  of  thinking,  but 
that  he  reached  right  conclusions,  and 
realized  an  ideal  of  character  than  which 
we  can  think  of  no  better." 

The  evidence  shows  that  throughout 
the  long  period  of  the  history  of  science 
many  of  its  greatest  representatives  re- 
garded Jesus  in  much  the  same  light 
as  did  President  Burton.  On  the  autho- 
rity of  Bishop  Frederick  D.  Leete's 
admirable  book  on  "  Christianity  in 
Science  "  I  present  the  following  facts 
relative  to  the  religious  faith  of  leaders 
in  the  history  of  modern  science.  In 
the  preface  Bishop  Leete  remarks  that 
"  In  view  of  the  evidence  at  hand,  only 
a  small  part  of  which  can  be  presented 
in  one  writing  (there  are  387  pages  in  the 
book)  no  one  will  deny  that  many  good 
Christians  have  been  scientists  and  many 
scientists  firm  believers  in  religion.  *  * 
The  acts .  of  the  apostles  of  science  and 
the  relationship  and  service  to  religion  of 
scientific  workers  deserves  high  praise. 
During  the  five  centuries  of  the  history 
of  modern  science  no  greater  appeared 
than  those  enrolled  beneath  the  banners 
of  Christianity.  Religion  has  trained, 
inspired,  and  crowned  the  greatest  ob- 
servers and  discoverers." 

Leaders  in  .Science  are  Believers. 

From  chapter  8  on  "  Christian  Men 
of  Science  "  the  following  material  is 
obtained.  Pie  asks  V  Whose  are  the 
figures  which  stand  out  as  colossi  on 
the  headlines  of  scientific  history?  Are 
they  those  of  atheists  and  scoffers,  or  is 
there  sufficient  ground  for  the  claim  that 
our  most  godlike  knowledge  comes  from 
the  most  godlike  mind?  What  a  roll 
it  is  which  *  *  bears  inscribed  upon  it 
in  letters  of  gold !  Roger  Bacon, 
Nicolaus  Copernicus,  Galileo  Galilei,  John 
Kepler,  William  Hunter,  Robert  Boyle, 
Blaise  Pascal,  Isaac  Barrow,  Isaac  New- 
ton, Gottfried  Wilhelm  Leibnitz,  Carl  von 
Linne,    Joseph    Priestley,    John    Dalton, 


Georges  Cuvier,  Humphrey  Davy,  Andre 
Marie  Ampere,  Michael  Faraday,  Joseph 
Henry,  James  Clerk  Maxwell,  David 
Brewster,  John  F.  W.  Herschel,  Claude 
Bernard,  James  Young  Simpson,  Joseph 
Lister,  Louis  Pasteur,  Lord  Kelvin,  and 
a  host  of  others  !  Students  of  science 
will  recognize  these  names  as  those  of 
men  who  were  the  foremost  scientists  of 
their  day,  those  to  whom  the  develop- 
ment of  science  is  due.  Let  us  speak  a 
little  more  of  a  few  of  them. 

Copernicus,  the  great  astronomer,  is 
described  as  a  man  who  was  devoutly  re- 
ligious, full  of  faith  and  prayer.  "  He 
lived  the  life  of  a  Christian,  imitating  his 
Master."  It  is  said  of  him  that  neither 
his  profound  reverence  for  the  Scriptures, 
nor  his  Christian  faith  was  shaken  by  his 
discoveries. 

Both  Galileo  and  Kepler  were  men,  it 
is  written,  of  undoubted  piety  and  re- 
ligious faith.  Pascal,  famous  for  his 
mathematical  ability  and  for  his  experi- 
ments in  hydrostatics  and  pneumatics, 
during  the  latter  years  of  his  life  devoted 
himself  wholly  to  religion — writing  and 
serving.  Robert  Boyle,  w^hose  name  is 
familiar  to  every  student  of  physics  and 
chemistry,  was  a  man  whose  "  piety 
sanctified  all  his  doings ;  it  was  not  a 
theory,  but  a  practice." 

It  is  said  that  John  Locke  is  no  less 
distinguished  for  his  virtues  and  piety 
than  for  his  intellectual  ability.  It  is 
said  Locke's  last  words  were,  "Oh,  the 
depth  and  the  riches  of  the  goodness  and 
knowledge  of  God."  John  Ray,  "  ablest 
botanist  and  zoologist  of  his  day  "  wrote 
as  his  most  famous  work  a  book  entitled 
"  The  Wisdom  of  God  Manifested  in  the 
Works  of  Creation."  Leibnitz,  famous 
mathematician  and  philosopher,  declined 
election  to  the  academy  of  Science  of 
Paris  rather  than  abjure  his  Protestant 
religion. 

Sir  Isaac  Newton. 

The  "  great  glory  of  the  Royal 
Society  "  and  the  chief  of  Cambridge 
University  dons  was  Sir  Isaac  Newton. 
"It  is  doubtful  whether  any  character 
of  history  save  one,  has  ever  received 
such  tributes  of  praise  and  admiration  as 
have  been  lavished  upon  Newton."  "  He 
did  his  work  in  a  spirit  of  reverential  and 
devout  faith."       He  was  "  a  sincere  and 
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humble  believer  in  the  leading  doctrines 
of  Christianity  and  lived  comfortably  to 
its  precepts."  Among  many  other  things 
he  was  distinguished  for  his  great  know- 
ledge of  the  Bible  in  which  he  wrote  "I 
find  more  sure  marks  of  its  authenticity 
than   of   any   profane   history   whatever." 

Euler,  a  Swiss  mathematician  of  whom 
all  students  know,  was  a  profoundly  re- 
ligious man  who  conducted  regular 
family  worship  in  his  home.  Edward 
Jenner,  discoverer  of  the  efficacy  of 
vaccination,  was  thoroughly  religious. 
He  believed  in  nature  study  as  an 
approach  to  a  knowledge  of  the  Creator 
and  felt  that  religious  training  was 
essential  to  sound  education.  Laplace, 
"  The  Newton  of  France,"  lived  and  died 
a  Catholic.  Cuvier,  founder  of  com- 
parative anatomy,  was  "  warmly  attached 
to  that  system  of  Christian  faith  and 
order  which  had  been  bequeathed  to  their 
country  by  the  heroic  Huguenots." 

John  Dalton,  chemist,  and  Thomas 
Young,  physicist,  outstanding  in  the  his- 
tory of  science,  were  friends,  and 
"  exceedingly  loyal  to  the  Scriptures  and 
to   Quaker   principles." 

"  One  of  the  most  remarkable  groups 
of  Christian  men  of  science  is  that  of 
investigators  in  the  field  of  electricity. 
The  outstanding  names  from  Galvani  of 
the  18th  century  to  Pupin  and  Millikan 
of  the  20th  century  are  names  of 
religious  i  believers."  These      include 

Galvani,  Volta,  Oersted,  Ampere,  Cou- 
lomb, Ohm,  Faraday,  Morse  and  Henry, 
all  of  a  former  day,  and  these  names 
constitute  the  pillars  supporting  the 
science  of  electricity.  They  were  all 
sincerely  religious  and  believed  devoutly 
in  Jesus  as  the  resurrected   Saviour. 

Dr.  Millikan  Confesses  His  Faith. 

Let  Robert  A.  Millikan,  one  of  the 
greatest  experimental  physicists  of  all 
time,  speak  for  himself.  In  a  pamphlet 
entitled  "  A  Scientist  Confesses  His 
Faith,"  Dr.  Millikan  says:  "  Material- 
ism, as  commonly  understood,  is  an 
altogether  absurd  and  utterly  irrational 
philosophy,  and  is  indeed  so  regarded  by 
most  thoughtful  men.  *  *  Every  one  who 
is  sufficiently  in  possession  of  his  facul- 
ties to  recognize  his  own  inability  to 
comprehend  the  problem  of  existence, 
bows  his  head  in  the  presence  of  Nature, 


if  you  will,  the  God,  I  prefer  to  say,  who 
is  behind  it  all  and  whose  attributes  are 
partially  revealed  to  us  in  it  all,  so  that 
it  pains  me  as  much  as  it  did  Kelvin  '  to 
hear  crudely  atheistic  views  expressed  by 
men  who  have  never  known  the  deeper 
side  of  existence  !  '  Let  me  henceforth 
use  the  word  God  to  describe  that  which 
is  behind  the  mystery  of  existence  and 
that  which  gives  meaning  to  it.  I  think 
you  will  not  misunderstand  me,  then, 
when  I  say  that  I  have  never  known  a 
thinking  man  who  did  not  believe  in 
God." 

Michael  Pupin,  mentioned  a  moment 
ago,  professor  Emeritus  of  Columbia 
University,  another  of  America's  out- 
standing scientists  in  the  field  of  electro- 
physics,  in  his  book  "  The  New  Reforma- 
tion "  says  (page  27)  "  Our  Christian 
faith  sees  in  the  life,  and  the  teaching  ol 
of  Christ  the  highest  spiritual  reality 
which  our  belief  in  God,  the  fountain 
head  of  all  spiritual  realities,  planted  in 
the  soul  of  man."  The  reading  of  this 
book  as  well  as  his  "  From  Immigrant 
to  Inventor,"  an  autobiography,  will  re- 
veal to  anyone  that  Dr.  Pupin  is  a  deeply 
religious  man. 

We  shall  mention  here  only  one  other 
name,  that  of  James  Clerk  Maxwell,  one 
of  the  greatest  names  in  nineteenth  cen- 
tury science.  "  His  name  is  a  gleaming 
star  in  the  firmament  of  Cambridge  Uni- 
versity. (England.)  When  occupied 
with  the  highest  problems  he  had  time 
and  took  care  to  lead  his  family,  guests 
and  servants  in  evening  devotions.  He 
was  a  regular  attendant  at  church." 

The  foregoing  names  of  leaders  in  the 
scientific  field  who  believed  in  Gocl  and 
a  future  life  ought  to  be  an  effective 
affirmation  to  a  normal  mind  of  the  rea- 
sonableness of  a  faith  in  God  and 
immortality.  Confronted     with      these 

names  the  scoffer  should  be  ashamed  to 
assert  that  science  destroys  belief  in  a 
future  life.  Such  a  statement  would 
stamp  him  as  an  ill-informed,  shallow 
thinker.  Among  the  men  named  are 
some  of  the  ablest  thinkers  who  have 
lived  during  the  last  five  hundred  years. 
Immortality  is   Demanded. 

One  other  thought :  matter  and  energy 
are  the  two  entities  that  go  to  make  up 
the  physical  universe.  And  science  has 
long    taught  the  indestructibility  of  these 
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two  entities.  However,  recent  science 
teaches  the  convertibility  under  extra- 
ordinary conditions,  conditions  that 
scientists  cannot  yet  duplicate,  ot  one 
entity  into  the  other.  Generally  speak- 
ing, then  so  far  as  man  is  concerned, 
matter  and  energy,  the  gross  entities  that 
make  up  the  world  and  changes  in  which 
cause  all  natural  phenomena,  are  indes- 
tructible, are  eternal.  Is  it  reasonable 
then  to  claim  that  mind,  the  controller 
of  these  gross  entities  is  mortal,  is 
destructible?  The  controlled,  the  mate- 
rial, is  eternal.  the  controller,  the 
spiritual,     is     destructible.  Does     this 

seem  reasonable?  Many  great  scientists, 
as  we  have  seen,  say  "  No."  To  them  a 
belief  in  a  future  life  is  a  logical  result 
of  a  knowledge  of  science,  that  is,  the 
facts  of  science  furnish  a  basis  for  a 
belief   in   immortality. 

Now,  let  us  look  at  the  question  from 
another  point  of  view.  In  previous  talks 
we  aimed  to  show  that  science  supports 
a  belief  in  God,  the  Creator  and  Ruler  of 
the  universe.  At  least  it   makes  such 

a  belief  reasonable.  And  the  universe 
declares  that  "  the  glory  of  God  is  in- 
telligence," intelligence  of  a  most  super- 
lative type.  From  the  standpoint  of 
creation,  intelligence  is  His  most  out- 
standing characteristic. 

Further,  in  talk  No.  8,  delivered  May 
24,  we  explained  how  human  experience 
testifies  that  there  is  a  God,  testifies  so 
certainly  and  strongly  that  faith  is  con- 
verted into  definite,  and  positive  know- 
ledge. 

Now  let  us  ask  in  all  seriousness,  does 
not  the  existence  of  God  make  the 
immortality  of  man,  the  acme  of  creation, 
a  necessity?  If  God  lives  is  not  a  belief 
that  death  ends  man's  existence  not  an 
absurdity  of  the  grossest  kind?  My 
language  is  wholly  inadequate  to  express 
the  degree  of  absurdity,  as  it  appears  to 
me.  Concisely  put,  the  situation,  as  I 
see  it,  is  this  :  If  death  ends  all  there  is 
no  God.  Rut  there  is  a  God.  Human 
reason,  and  human  experience  leave  no 
doubt  of  this  fact.  On  this  point  I 
speak  with  personal  assurance,  even 
dogmatically,  if  you  please.  Hence  "  if 
a  man  dies  shall  he  live  again  "  is 
answered  by  reason  most  emphatically  in 
the  affirmative.       The  answer  l'  Yes  "  is 


a  necessary  consequence  of  the  existence 
ol    God. 

But  if  you  say  my  logic  is  wrong  I 
reply  that  my  faith  and  your  faith  and 
the  faith  of  a  multitude  of  great  thinkers 
still  lead  us  to  the  same  conclusion — we 
shall  live  beyond  the  grave. 

"  Tell  me  not  in  mournful  numbers 
Life  is  but  an  empty  dream! — 

For  the  soul  is  dead  that  slumbers, 
And  things  are  not  what  they  seem. 

"  Life  is  real!       Life  is  earnest! 
And  the  grave  is  not  its  goal; 

Dust  thou  art.   to  dust  returneth, 
Was  not  spoken  of  the  soul!  " 
Iivmort.u.ity  Assured  by  the 
Resurrection  of  Jesus. 

In  our  talk  last  .Sunday  evening  we 
spoke  of  the  resurrection  of  Jesus  Christ, 
judging'  from  Biblical  accounts  of  this 
event,  from  all  the  testimony  furnished 
by  them,  and  from  the  supporting  evi- 
dence does  not  reason  again  force  us  to 
say  that  the  resurrection  of  Jesus  was  a 
reality?  And  if  His  human  life  becomes 
immortal  does  not  this  assure  immor- 
tality to  us?  If  the  resurrection  of  one 
personality  is  a  fact  must  we  not  concede 
that  the  resurrection  of  every  personality- 
is  a  possibility? 

So  it  seems  to  me.  Hence  the  reason- 
ableness of  a  belief  in  the  existence  of 
God  and  a  life  beyond  the  grave  is 
established.  Nay,  more.  An  open- 
minded,  prayerful  examination  of  all  the 
evidence— that  furnished  by  nature,  sci- 
ence, philosophy  and  especially  by  human 
experience — leads  to  a  conviction,  to  an 
assurance,  that  God  exists,  that  Jesus 
Christ  lives  and  that  souls  are  immortal. 
From  this  conclusion  many  of  us  cannot 
escape.  But  we  freely  and  gladly  admit 
we  have  no  desire  to  escape.  We  are 
grateful  that,  to  our  own  satisfaction,  we 
have  been  given  "  eyes  to  see,  ears  to 
hear,  and  hearts  to  understand."  But 
in  attaining  to  this  high  degree  of  satis- 
faction it  is  only  fair  for  us  to  admit  that 
reason  has  been  re-enforced  by  earnest 
prayer  and  an  intense  desire  to  know  the 
truth  concerning  these  all-important  mat- 
ters. And  so  divine  revelation  to  us 
personally  has  completed  the  knowledge 
that  enables  both  the  reason  and  the 
heart  to  join  in  testifying  that  God  exists 
and  we  shall  live  bevond  the  gfrave. 
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Mormon   Church  Membership  Jumps  290% 

in  27  Years. 

Has  greatest  growth  of  any  Christian  Religion  in  America. 


The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints  has  increased  its  membership 
approximately  290  per  cent,  since  1906, 
it  is  disclosed  in  the  report  of  Pres. 
Hoover's  committee  on  recent  social 
trends. 

Foreword  of  the  report  is  written  by 
President  Hoover  who  commends  the 
committee  for  its  painstaking-  and 
thorough  study  of  social  conditions  and 
social  trends  during  recent  years. 

Next  in  growth  of  membership  to  the 
"  Mormon  "  Church  is  the  Church  of 
Christ  (Christian  Science)  with  an  in- 
crease of  approximately   260  per  cent. 

The  largest  single  denomination  is  the 
Roman  Catholic  church  with  13,300,000 
members  13  years  of  age  and  over.  This 
means  that  three  of  every  ten  adult 
church  members  are  Roman  Catholic. 
Methodists  Lead  Protestants. 

Among  the  Protestant  bodies,  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  church  is  the  largest 
with'  3,700,000  adult  .members,  or  8.4 
per  cent,  of  all  the  church  members  in  the 
United  States ;  while  the  Southern  Baptist 
convention  comes  second  with  3,300,000, 
or  7.4  per  cent,  of  the  entire  number. 

The  report  lists  fluctuations  in  member- 
ship as  more  important  than  changes  in 
the  number  of  churches.  In  this  respect 
it  says  : — 

Government  figures  show  that  the  total 
number  of  church  members  in  the  United 
States  has  been  growing  at  virtually  the 
same  rate  as  population.  In  1926,  as 
well  as  in  1916  and  1906,  the  persons  13 
years  of  age  and  over  listed  on  the  mem- 
bership rolls  of  the  churches  were  equiva- 
lent to  55  per  cent,  of  the  total  number 
of  persons  of  that  age  in  the  population. 
City  Ahead  of  Country. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  things  in 
the  report  is  the  assertion  that  contrary 
to-  the  popular  belief  that  country  people 
belong  to  the  church  in  relativelv  larger 
numbers  than  city,  it  was  discovered  that 
the  proportion  of  people  who  belong   to 


the  church  is  higher  in  cities  than  in  the 
rural  areas. 

"  This  does  not  mean,"  says  the  re- 
port, "  that  country  people  are  less  in- 
terested in  organized  religion  than  the 
inhabitants  of  cities.  Rather  it  seems 
to  reflect  differences  in  opportunity  aris- 
ing from  the  fact  that  many  sparsely 
settled   areas  have  few  churches. 

It  is  significant,  however,  that  in  the 
larger  cities  the  proportion  of  people  that 
belong  to  the  church  has  somewhat  de- 
creased, while  in  the  rest  of  the  country- 
it  has  slightly  increased. 

Utah  Rate  Highest. 

Only  59  per  cent,  of  the  adults  living 
in  cities  of  25,000  and  over  were  found 
to  be  church  members  in  1926,  compared 
with  66  per  cent,  in  1906.  In  view  of 
the  rapid  growth  of  cities,  this  loss  of 
ground  by  the  churches  in  the  larger 
urban  centres  is  of   special   interest." 

While  in  other  sections  of  the  country 
the  proportion  of  adult  population  belong- 
ing to  church  varies  from  area  to  area, 
it  is  significant  that  Utah  has  a  higher 
percentage  of  its  population  on  the  church 
rolls  than  any  other  state  in  the  Un'on. 
In  the  rest  of  the  country  the  number  of 
people  in  church  is  comparatively  high  in 
the  south,  somewhat  lower  in  the  eastern 
and  middlewestern  sections  and  consider- 
ably lower  in   the  far  west. 

Nevada,  Montana  Low. 

In  the  states  of  North  and  South  Caro- 
lina and  Alabama  more  than  seven  out  of 
every  ten  adults  are  church  members, 
while  in  Washington,  Nevada  and  Mon- 
tana fewer  than  three  of  every  ten  adults 
are  enrolled. 

In  a  discussion  of  denominational  dis- 
tribution it  is  interesting  to  note  in  the 
report  that  relatively  few  denominations 
have  national  distribution.  There  are 
only  eight  denominations  with  at  least  one 
church  in  each  state  and  only  three  with 
as  many  as  three  local  units  in  every 
commonwealth.  It    happens,    in    fact,

that  in  each  state  as  few  as  six  denomina- 
tions have  a  majority  of  all  the  churches, 
or  church  edifices ;  while  in  20  states, 
three  or  even  fewer  have  more  than  half 
the  church  edifices. 

In  this  respect,  Utah  also  holds  the 
record  as  503  of  the  619  churches  in  the 
state  belong  to  the  "  Mormon  "  Church. 
Protestants   Dominate. 

One  of  the  most  significant  facts  in 
the  report  is  the  extent  to  which  Pro- 
testant bodies  preponderate  in  the  coun- 
try's religious  life.  The  Roman  Catho- 
lics, Jews  and  other  non-Protestants 
taken  together  account  for  only  three  of 


every  eight   adult  church  members  while 
five   are    Protestants. 

There  are  no  states  in  which  Roman 
Catholics  or  Jews  constitute  a  majority 
of  the  total  population  although  in  Rhode 
Island  and  New  Mexico,  slightly  more 
than  47  of  each  100  adults  are  enrolled 
as  Roman  Catholics.  But  there  are 
nine  southern  states  in  which  Potestant 
church  members  constitute  a  majority  of 
the  population.  The  record,  however, 
in  this  respect  is  held  by  Utah,  where 
four-fifths  of  the  inhabitants  are  "  Mor- 
mons."— Deseret  News,   Feb.    11,    1933.

This 
quality  coupled  with  his  sweet  disposition 
and  congenial  spirit  will  make  Elder 
Wright  a  leader  among  his  fellow  men.

ELDER  ELDON  HARRIS. 
Elder  Eldon  Harris  was  honourably 
released  from  active  missionary  duty  in 
the  South  African  Mission,  May  19,  1933, 
after  spending  over  two  years  in  humble 
and    devoted    work    in   this   land.  He 

arrived  in  this  Mission  April  20,  1931. 
Elder  Harris  spent  most  of  his  time  in 
the  Transvaal  District  and  during  the 
last  four  months  of  his  mission  he  was 
President  of  that  District.     He  also  pre- 
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sided  over  Johannesburg  Branch  most  al! 
the  time  he  laboured  in  Transvaal.  He 
gained  the  love  and  respect  of  all  with 
whom  he  laboured. 

Owing  to  approximately  12,000  banks 
of  the  32,000  in  America  failing  and  his 
money  being  in  one  of  them,  his  mission 
was  necessarily  terminated  sooner  than 
expected  as  he  had  hoped  to  remain  much 
longer.  However,  a  mission  is  not  for 
any  term  of  years  or  set  time  and  his 
labours  were  done  and  he  faithfully 
worked  until  the  end.  He  left  Johannes- 
burg, Monday,  May  8,  for  Durban,  and 
sailed  from  that  port,  May  11,  for  Cape 
Town  and  England,  thence  to  New  York 
and  on  to  his  home  in  Lovell,  Wyoming. 

Elder  Harris  is  a  man  of  sterling 
qualities.  The  same  man  wherever  he 
is  seen.  No  vain  airs — no  outward 
show — just  good  man  clear  through. 
Those  who  have  had  the  pleasure  of  his 
association  have  had  their  spirits  hum- 
bled because  of  his  meek  and  contrite 
heart.  His  patience  is  almost  inex- 
haustible. He  is  kind  to>  the  sick  and 
well,  young  and  old,  poor  and  rich,  sinner 
or  saint.  He  does  not  seem  to  recognise 
any  great  difference  in  people  and  faith- 
fully tries  to  see  the  best  in  everybody. 
His  labours  have  been  of  great  value  to 
those  with  whom  he  has  spent  his  efforts. 
He  leaves  the  Mission  field  with  love  in 
his  heart  for  others  and  that  love  is 
honestly  reciprocated.  Very  few  people 
make  a  better  impression  of  the  value  of 
the  gospel  to  a  human  life  than  this 
departing  missionary. 

His  many  friends  in  South  Africa  hope 
and  trust  that  he  may  have  a  safe  and 
pleasant  journey  home,  over  land  and  sea 
and  find  his  loved  ones  happy  and  well. 
Also,  they  hope  that  prosperity  will  come 
to  him  in  double  portions  even  though 
financial  disaster  appears  to  have  over- 
taken him  during  this  time  of  great 
economic     disturbance.  For     all,     Cu- 

morah's  Southern  Cross  says  farewell  to 
Elder  Harris  with  a  "  good-bye,  good 
luck  and  God  bless  you." — D.

By  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  general 
conference  of  the  Church  assembled  in 
Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  Thursday,  April

dent Charles  W.  Nibley,  who  died 
December  11,  1931,  in  Salt  Lake  City. 
The  name  of  President  Clark  to  fill  the 
vacancy  in  the  First  Presidency  was  pro- 
posed to  the  conference  by  President 
Grant. 


SAMUEL  O.  BENNION  HONOURED. 

As  a  reward  for  long  and  faithful  ser- 
vice in  the  missionary  work  of  the  Church 
in  which  he  has  displayed  devotion  to 
his  Church  and  administration  ability, 
President  Samuel  O.  Bennion,  of  the 
Central  States  mission,  is  honoured  with 
the  appointment  to  fill  the  vacancy  made 
by  the  death  of  Joseph  W.  McMurran  in 
the  First  Seven  President  of  Seventies. 
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The  appointment  of  President  Bennion 
to  this  position  was  made  at  the  opening 
session  of  the  general  conference  in  Salt 
Lake,  Thursday  morning,  April  6,  and 
was  unanimously  sustained  by  the  10,000 
members  crowded  into  the  famous  "  Mor- 
mon "  Tabernacle.

Have  you  ever  thought  that  <his 
Mission  Membership  Contest  is  the  only 
logical  result  that  could  have  come  about 
among  a  group  of  Christian  people  who 
have  been  associated  in  friendly  competi- 
tions such  as  the  Book  of  Mormon  Read- 
ing Contest,  and  the  Mission  Meeting 
Contest?

Moroni,  one  of  the  ancient  American  pr_>- 
phets,  if  we  read  these  truths  with  sincere 
hearts,  and  then  ask  our  Heavenly 
Father  if  they  are  true,  He  will  manifest 
their  truth  unto  us  by  the  power  of  the 
Holy  Ghost.  Is  it  not  just  as  reasonable 
to  believe  that  after  the  Holy  Ghost  has 
manifested  their  truth  to  us  in  individual 
testimonies,  that  this  same  power  will 
impel  us,  through  love  for  fellow-men,  to 
preach  and  teach  the  Gospel  to  all  who 
have  not  yet  accepted  it,  so  that  they  too 
might  enjoy  the  blessings  that  come  from 
partaking  of  a  few  more  of  the  truths 
which  God  has  given  to  man? 

Then,  when  we  have  the  desire  to  pro- 
claim the  truths  we  have  received  from 
the  Book  of  Mormon,  it  is  only  natural 
that  we  endeavour  to  fortify  ourselves 
spiritually  and  intellectually  with  a  more 
complete  knowledge  of  the  scriptures  and 
revelations  from  the  Lord,  in  order  that 
we  might  more  ably  expound  and  defend 
these  testimonies  before  all  mankind. 
What  could  have  equipped  us  more  suit- 
ably for  this  than  the  recent  Mission 
Meeting  Contest?  All  over  the  mission, 
the  friends  and  members  of  the  Church, 
for  six  months  were  intensively  studying 
the  Word  of  the  Lord,  both  ancient  and 
modern,  and  also  many  good  works  of 
instruction  from  learned  men.  As  a 
result  all  so  engaged  became  imbued  with 
the  spirit  of  the  Gospel,  and  were  tilled 
with  a  desire  to  spread  it  to  every  person 
with   whom  they  came   in  contact. 

However,  united  efforts  are  more  suc- 
cessful, and  so  it  remained  for  ?n 
organised  movement  to  be  effected, 
whereby  every  member  of  the  Church  in 
South  Africa  could  become  a  special 
missionary  bearing  the  message  of  !he 
Gospel  to  all.  Realising  this  need,  and 
conscious  of  the  fact  that  the  members 
of  the  Church  were  anxious  to  press  on 
in  this  cause,  the  Mission  President  and 
the  Missionaries,  at  their  Convention, 
organised  the  Mission  Membership  Con- 
test, so  that  the  work  could  be  done  as 
efficiently  as  possible,  and  yet  not  deprive 
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the      individuals      of      their      initiative. 

Through  its  channels  the  work  of  pro- 
claiming the  Gospel  will  be  done  as  a 
unit  throughout  South  Africa,  and  yet 
everyone  is  free  to  adopt  his  or  her  indi- 
vidual ideas  with  regard  to  doing  the 
work,  and  both  individual  and  Concerted 
effort  will  be  rewarded.  However,  it 
can  be  seen  that  the  material  reward  of 
a  book  presented  by  the  Mission  Presi- 
dent to  each  one  being  influential  in 
bringing  someone  to  a  knowledge  of  the 
Gospel,  and  also  the  prize  for  the  winning 
District,  is  of  secondaiy  importance  when 
compared  with  the  spiritual  blessing 
promised  by  Our  Heavenly  Father.  It 
is  impossible  to  forget  the  promises  made 
by  the  Saviour  to  His  Apostles  when  He 
gave  them  the  commission  to  go  into  all 
the  world  and  preach  the  Gospel ;  and 
also  it  is  impossible  to  forget  the  Word 
of  the  Lord,  as  revealed  to  the  Prophet 
Joseph  Smith  in  the  eighteenth  section 
of  the  Doctrine  and  Covenants,  where  it 
is  stated  that  "  the  worth  of  souls  if  great 
in  the  sight  of  God,"  and  the  promises 
given  of  joy  to  be  had  from  associa- 
tion with  these  souls  that  have  been 
brought  to  God. 

Let  us  work  diligently  in  this  service, 
so  that  it  may  be  said  of  us,  "  Well  done, 
thou  good  and  faithful  servant  :  thou 
hast  been  faithful  over  a  few  things,  I 
will  make  thee  ruler  over  many  things  : 
enter  thou  into  the  joy  of  thy  Lord." 
The  rules  of  the  contest  are  included  in 
the  last  issue  of  Cumorah's  Southern 
Cross,  and  will  be  printed  again  next 
issue,    and   so   may   be   referred   to   there. 

In  closing,  let  me  bear  my  testimony  to 
you  that  this  is  truly  the  work  of  the 
Lord,  and  that  now,  labouring  under 
special  instructions  from  the  Mission 
President  as  we  are,  we  have  one  of 
the  greatest  opportunities  ever  pre- 
sented to  us.  May  we  all  be  blessed 
sufficiently  to  do  this  work  nobly.
